Lord Lytton Explains 
Fofmer Speech. 


"MANY FORMS OF seeseiiies 
CAN BE EXERTED 


“London, T ‘o-day. 


-Reference to his remarks to the 
Japanese students in London on Fe- 
bruary 14, when he ‘was the guest 
_ of the Japanese Students’ Associa- 
~ tion of the University of London, 
was made by Lord Lytton in a 

" speech at the Albert Hall, Manches-

My 
replies were pieced together so 
ax to give the idea of a connected 
statement, bul the questions to 

. which I was replying, were omit- 

4 ted," Lord Lytton explained. 

‘ “Lam not complafning* that 
nnything was attributed to m 
which I did not actually suy,- ast 
the impression created by the Fe- 
port was that I expressed the 
opinion that if the Report of the 
League Assembly were ignored,' 
there was no further action the 

_ League could take, That is cer- 
tainly not my opinion and I want 
fo take thie opportunity to.cor-; 
rect that impression.

Not only is recognition of Manchtkuo “definitely declared against, 
but the report of the Committee of Nineteen, published to-day, stipu-_ 
lates the withdrawal of Japanese troops from Manchuria. The Com- 
mittee’ of Nineteen’s report, marks a notable triumph for the Lytton 
pero, practically the whole of which is embodied therein in some 
‘orm. 

The principles embodied in Chapter Nine of the Lytton Re- 
port will be the guiding lines of negotiation for the Committee, 
which, however, is never likely to operate. The report sersut 
out emphasises that the Sovereignty of Manchuria belongs: to 
China and has been infringed by Japan. It insists on the recti:. 
fication of the- matter by the withdrawal of Japanese troops, etc. 

While the recommendations do not provide for a Fg return of the 
status quo before September, 1931, they exclude the maintenance of 
the recognition of Manchukuo as an. incompatible fundamental to the 
principles of international obligations and lasting peace in the Far East.

Robbers Steal Sea-Weed 
.And Money. — 


PIRACY IN BRITISH WATERS 


An attack ‘by a Hoklo boat on a 
sampan between Lung Shus Wan 
jand Kau Sai, in Brilish waters yes- 
terday afternoon, {s revealed in Po- 
lice reports this morning. 

Four men perpertrated the pira- 
tical attack, armed with 3 revolvers 
and 4 daggers. Four bags of dried 
sea-weed and some money of a total 
value of $231, was stolen by the 
robbers, who made good thelr es- 
cape towards Kun Mun. 

Tse Chun, 85, shop foki of the 
Hing: Kee Dried Fish shop, 43, 
Shaukiwan West, ground floor, re- 
ported to the Police at Sai Kung, 
that the robbers’ boat was of about 
15 pieuls capacity, and did not car- 
ry either a mast or sail. 


Together with a foki and two boat; 


women he rowed from Sal Kung at 
7 a.m. yesterday to Lung Shua Wan, 
where he purchased 485 catties of 
dried sea weed.
